No. Most emphatically we do not wish to move back; we are WEST- 
ERNERS, sold on all the privileges of climate, space and freedom 
which California has offered from the first. And how we love it! 

But when the “melancholy days have come” in a town like Menlo 
they do cause us to close our eyes now and then that we may visualize 
some charming scene of childhood where fall has turned the end of 
harvest into a Turner sunset. 

If you belong to the working class (as we do) and must spend most 
of your time in or near the business part of our town, you too, may 
find that these “saddest of the year” days owe some of their sadness 
not to the season, but to the dirt. 

We see no way to control the dusts of fall in a land where no rain 
descends all summer and the western winds keep blowing. But dust 
can be accepted here as a necessary evil. It is more flagrant abomin- 
ations (than the mote) which irritate our eyes. And we are wonder- 
ing why something cannot be done about it. 

A caustic letter on the subject of “dirt in Menlo Park” was read 
at last week’s city council meeting. No action was taken on the com- 
munication (and rightly) because it bore no other signature than 
“A taxpayer who lives on a dirty street.” But those who heard the 
letter chuckled at its clever tirade. We invite the writer to send us a 
signed copy that our readers may also enjoy the humor of this 
“taxpayers” ire. 

But is a frowsy front in any town really funny? 

Menlo Park has hundreds of lovely homes with landscaped lawns 
and gardens which reflect the modest, or the extensive, means of their 
planners. There are many streets where one may walk with delight 
as he peeps into open gate-ways, over picket fences, or across green 
bits of precious grass. He knows that these homesites are loved by. 
their owners,-—kept clean, watered well, and gardened with pride. 

Walking to work from a few blocks west of the highway one soon 
leaves behind these charming pictures if he follows Santa Cruz Avenue 
to town. After a grateful glance at the dear little public park, which 
is always in splendid order, the pedestrian just forgets peauty and 
hurries on to business, 

He hurries on,—and also up and down, since the sidewalk alternate- 
ly “is” and “isn’t” the rest of the way to town. He now has reason 
to hope that this is but a temporary trial as next spring will surely 
bring a transformation when the Improvement Area Project gets 
under way. 

In the mean time why must the fall days pass with weeds still 
higher than the head filling lots and parkways? (See the large vacant 
corner at University Drive and Santa Cruz) Why, if the city does 
pay for having lots cleaned, does that “cleaning” confine itself to 
the discing of the center of some vacant lots, leaving tall growth along 
the side-walks and fence lines? Cleaning up a lot should be cleaning 
it up, even if half the work must be done by hand. 

Through the venetian blinds of our RECORDER window we face 
another empty space that is most untidy, but mostly we’re too busy to 
look out, so we read with pleasure little letters appreciating “Beautiful 
Menlo,” like the one on this page which came to our desk from a resi- 
dent out near Sand Hill Road. 


Juvenile Delinquency. 


It is less a matter for civic pride than for heart-felt gratitude that 
Menlo Park is free from juvenile crime at a time when a wave of cor~ 
ruption has engulfed so many of our very young in American cities. 

This is really a pitable period in our earth’s progression (or is it 
retrogression?) in which to be a child, unless the*child make his entry 
upon the stage of life through sound parentage. 

Ours is an era of war-torn homes, with their sorrows and their hard- 
ships. Worse than this, it is an age when the ever-frantic speed with 
which we seek excitement,—entertainmnt of almost any nature, indi- 
cates all too clearly how reluctant we are to face ourselves and life’s 
deeper meanings. So we try to by-pass this painful encounter by 
following every little detour that may possibly lead us to distractions. 

Plainly speaking, the demand for continual amusement (or for the 
forgetfulness that comes with drugs or drink) is nothing more or less 
than lack of self-dicipline. How then is it possible for a child to get a 
fair start with parents who do not know this essential, though old- 
fashioned, virtue? Just ask yourself, “How would I like being born 
today?” 

A few old-timers, whose memories are filled with the physical depri- 
vations of their early years, might be intrigued with a prospect of 
starting life anew in an age of magical inventions. But most of us 
realize that at the end of the road, when one faces himself rather 
than his accumulations, the question which must really concern @ 
world-traveler is not, What have I acauired?; What have I achieved?; 
but, What have I become? With this in mind we would size up the 
obstacles which today impede soul progress, and take pause before 
re-entering the cradle. 

We would first of all inquire as to whose hand would rock that 
cradle. There are too many examples of fine people who have made 
the best of life in spite of the handicaps of an unfortunate birth, for 
one to utter dogmatic statements about the necessity of having fine 
parents. But the generalization certainly holds true that the most 
important factor in the development of any child is the home influ- 
ence. And the most important period of that influence can be the 
days of infancy, and the years we speak of as “pre-school.” 

The school is a building process of inestimable value, but even the 
best of educational institutions require something to build upon. This 
something must include self respect and respect for the rights of 
others. These are qualities which do not “just grow,” like Topsy, 
but need to be instilled and encouraged by parental example and 
direction. Mothers and fathers who bestow upon their children both 
love AND dicipline are not only giving the child the greatest joy 
possible in his early years but are preparing him to meet whatever 
the future may hold. It is indeed a fortunate baby who finds himself 
in a home with parents who understand the privileges and responsibil- 
ities of their relationship to their children. 

We thank the Police department of Menlo Park for its alertness to 
the insipient stages of little hoodlum gangs, and for its prompt action 
jn carefully disbanding the culprits before habits become too strong. 
In this the department renders a genuine social service to the city. 
‘We have much reason to appreciate the supervision of the boys’ ball 
teams, which were first organized by the Lions Club, and have been 
kept going by this organization with the added cooperation of the 
school and the police department, (Note: Not one of the boys in one 
of these teams has been involved in any Menlo misdemeanor.) 

We gratefully acknowledge the constant supervision and training 
given the children of our town by the local schools, and thank the 
PTA for its support of all advancing school activities. We know that 
the churches in Menlo Park have a strong influence for good over the 
many children who attend their Sunday Schools. 

It is obvious that all groups here are working together for the wel- 
fare of the young, and each deserves much credit. But most of all we 
must congratulate the mothers and fathers of Menlo that our little 
city is so free from juvenile crime.

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Just six months ago, Elsie Cooper, 
executive secretary of National 
Transeribers Society for the Blind, 
on El Camino at Southgate, opened 
the front door to find a small boy 
holding in his arms a wounded 
pigeon. 

The bird had either been struck 
by a car or had flown into electric 
wires; in any case, both eyes were 
gone and blood was pouring from 
the sockets. The pigeon showed no 
fear of being handled and allowed 
Mrs. Cooper to bathe his wounds. 

As days went by, the little bird’s 
wounds healed and the fact that he 
would be blind for the rest of his 
life, was not considered a handicap 
in a home where those who have 
lost their sight carry on with con- 
fidence and courage. 

So far everything was going well 
and then Mrs. Cooper ran into 
trouble—she couldn’t get the pigeon 
to eat or drink, and she was in des- 
pair at the thought of losing him. 

Fortunately she remembered, hav- 
ing heard of the pigeon farm at 
Menlo and got in touch with Ed- 
ward Quayle who owned the place 
at the time. He saw at once what 
was wrong. Pigeons do not eat the 
same food or in the same manner 
as other birds and granite grit has 
to be part of their diet. Also a 
pigeon does not drink like other 
birds, but in the same way as ani- 
mals, with the mouth immersed in 
water. 

Mr. Quayle gave Mrs. Cooper 4 
diet and instructions for feeding the 
bird. From here on in, it was easy 
sailing. 

Mrs. Cooper named the pigeon 
“Jimmie,” and he became the 
spoiled and pampered pet of the 
institution. “Tanya” the terrier, 
took to him from the start, mount- 
ing guard over him and giving him 
a good scrubbing whenever she 
thought he needed one. The two 
are now staunch friends. 

Outside of a' carrier pigeon, “Jim- 
mie” is the most traveled bird in 
the world and he travels in style. 
By automobile or by train, Mrs. 
Cooper has taken her pet on trips 
to Washington, Idaho and many 
other places and as this is being 
written he is on his way to Mexico. 
Mr. and Mrs. Cooper put him in the 
back of the car, but he has learned 
that by sliding down the front seat, 
he can sit on their laps and he likes 
that. When he gets sleepy, he 
crawls under Mr. Coopers vest and 
takes a nap. At night he sleeps in 
a large hand bag hung on a chair. 

Everyone in the house pets and 
plays with “Jimmie.” He recognizes 
his friends by their voices or by the 
touch of their hands. 

He is friendly with all, but will 
leave anyone to go to Mrs. Cooper. 
He seems to know the minute she 
enters the room. I put my hand on

WORDS AND CRISES 

“Bach crisis brings its word and 
deed,” wrote Whittier. But that 
was before the present Paris Peace 
Conference. There, words inscribed 
in the preparation of the final peace 
treaty have been outnumbered (but 
definitely) by the crises cropping up 
daily at the Conference. 


At the last reading (or writing) 
diplomats had agreed on the first 
one hundred fifty words of the pro- 
posed Peace ‘Treaty. With this 
number as a basis, the old maestro 
of statistics estimates that approxi- 
mately thirteen years will be re- 
quired to complete the Treaty. By 
comparison the Congress of Vienna, 


which followed the Napoleonic Wars, | 


would seem to have been jet-pro- 
pelled. The Congress of Vienna 
(with the Big Four of 1814 reading 
England, Russia, Prussia and Aus- 
tria) convened in September, 1814 
and after getting off to a slow start 
made a speedy recovery and com- 
pleted its map-making by June, 1815. 
More permanent than any of the 
decisions finally adopted, which re- 
mained effective for a period of 
about forty years, was the intense 
spirit of nationalism, which arose as 
a result of Napolean’s attempts to 
interfere with the development of 
European nations. The survival of 
this nationalistic feeling, magnified 
by the recent conflict, is one of to- 
day’s difficulties blocking the road 
to peace, and is especially exempli- 
fied in the Russian attitude. 

The following is not an intimate 
statement of a present day diplomat 
participating in current conferenc- 
es. It was written in 1786 by Mira- 
beau when Catherine II was Em- 
press of Russia. Any similarity be- 
tween Catherine and Molotov is not 
purely coincidental, it is a direct re- 
sult of their intense self-seeking na- 
tionalism. 

“Thus does this same Russia here 
as in Poland proclaim her will— 
This Russia, that for some years 


past has unequivocally and openly 
declared that a certain canton of 
Courland appertained to her, and 
without seeking any other pretext 
than that of giving more uniform 
line to her limits, makes no secret 
of not understanding any other 
code, any other claims, any other 
manifestoes, tham those which the 
Gauls alleged to the Etruscans— 
“Our right exists in our arms. 
Whatever the strong can seize up- 
on, that is the right of the strong! 
Russia will one of tHese days de- 
clare Courland is hers, that the Po- 
lish Ukraine is hers, and that Fin- 
land is hers. And, for example, this 
latter revolution, which will be a 
very salutory one to her because 
she will then truly become unat- 
tackable, and almost inaccessible, 
to all Europe united, will be ef- 
fected, whenever she shall make the 
attempt, if we do not take good 
heed.” 

As scientific progress has out- 
moded transportation methods of 
the nineteenth centuries, so, also, 
has it outmoded nationalism as an 
end in itself. The past century has 
demonstrated that nationalism and 
liberty can be preserved in harm- 
ony. The world is waiting to see 
whether in the last half of the 
twentieth century it is possible to 
master an international approach, 
using the foundations of the old 
nationalism.

As yet that portion of Dibble Hos- 
pital which is desired by the City 
Council as a civic center for Menlo 
Park has not been declared surplus. 
It is now in the hands of Stanford 
University as custodian for Federal 
Public Housing Authority, and prob- 
ably will remain there a month or 
more longer until reconversion has 
been completed at Stanford Village. 
We have no basis for estimating the 
price which the Federal Govern- 
ment will ask for it, but have been 
assured that in consideration of the 
use to which it is to be put, the fig~ 
ure will be very reasonable. 

Undoubtedly a bond issue, to 
spread the cost over twenty or 
twenty-five years, will be the most 
desirable method of financing the 
purchase, for in this manner the an- 
nual payments will be a negligible 
part of the tax rate, and future res- 
idents of the city moving into new 
homes wili help pay for the proper- 
ty. 

The operating and maintenance 
costs of the civic center will be an- 
cther matter. The City has reached 
its legal tax rate limit of one dollar 
per hundred; so no further burden 
can be imposed upon the taxpayers. 
Among the funds released for the 
new operation are rent and operat- 
ing costs of the present city hall, 
and rent of the shed housing the 
street departmerit. Much of the 
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balance must come from charges 
for the facilities themselves. 

The swimming pool will, without 
question, more than pay its own 
way. The gymnasium, rented as a 
civic auditorium for such functions 
as dances, drills, exhibitions, etc., 
should also provide a surplus, Sim- 
jlar results would be anticipated of 
the theatre. Rentals from the 
County Library, civic clubs, etc., al- 
so would be substantial. All this 
income would be used solely for the 
maintenance of the buildings and 
the park, and would be supplement- 
ed by the annual apportionment of 
part of our present park budget to 
“Civic Center Park.” As Menlo 


Park’s assessed valuation grows 
through new building and annexa- 
tion of present unincorporated terri- 
tory, the greater city revenue would 
ease the operating problem and per- 
mit expansion of activities at our 
community center.

The Palo Alto Council, Knights of 
Columbus, at its first open meeting 
of the year on Wed nesday night, 
August 28, was honored to have as 
its guest, His Excellency the Most 
Reverend Don Alvernaz, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of India.
